The government is working out the actuarial basis 
for it. It seems like a sure thing—yet do not be too sure. There is 
another side of the story which has not been fully developed. 


THEORY The plan, under the Wallace conception, would work like 
this: 


A wheat farmer, taking out insurance, would be required to pay 
premiums only in years of excess production. When his yield per acre 
was average for his community, he would pay nothing. But in bumper 
years he would pay a portion of his excess production, say two-thirds, 
to the government. And he would pay in wheat. 

The government would take this wheat and store it, paying the 
Storage charges, If drouth, rust or grasshoppers came along next year 
and the same farmer’s yield per acre fell below average, the government 
would pay a portion, say three-fourths, of his deficiency. But this pay- 
ment probably would not be made in wheat. The government would 
have to Sell its storage grain and pay off in cash.

vestigation of murder. Police said 
grand jury indictments will be sought. 

Roberts was slain by a single blast 
from a shotgun on the night of De- 
cember 17, 1935, shortly after park- 
ing his car in a garage behind his 
apartment residence at 318 Fourth 
street, near Argonne avenue. 

The load from the shotgun entered 
his abdomen. He staggered across the 
yard and collapsed in the kitchen of 
his home as his daughter, Virginia, 
20, opened the door. She was drawn 
to the rear of the house by the sound 
of the shot. Mr. Roberts died with- 
out uttering an intelligible word. 

Footsteps Heard. 

His wallet was missing. A neighbor 
told police she had heard running foot- 
steps in the alley adjoining the apart- 
ment. 

When slain, Roberts was returning 
from a meeting of salesmen for the 
tea and coffee company by which he 
was employed. He drove into the ga- 
rage and sounded his horn, his usual 
signal of greeting to the family. His 
wife told a daughter, Patsy, 10, to 
open a door on the back porch for the 
father, Virginia Roberts, however, 
ran to the door, beating her younger 
sister, when she heard the shot. 

Detectives EF. I. Hilderbrand and W. 
M. Holland were assigned to the case 
the morning after the slaving. After 
Visiting the scene of the slaying they 
announced “there were no clues.” 

A negro was arrested in eyes a 
with the investigation of the murder 
on December 10, but was released the 
game day. 

After an inquest, Coroner’ Paul 
Donehoo announced that Roberts met 
death at “the hands of a person or. 
persons unknown.” Jr. J. C. Blalock,

It is a work into 
which we can all enter heart and 
soul because there is no _ political 
partnership in an activity whose ob- - 
ject is to preserve and restore the 
life of our great out of doors. 

am sure that those in this au- 
dience who are devotees of outdoor 
life, whether fishermen, hunters, nat- 
uralists, campers or hikers will re- 
joice to know what has been done 
during the last three and one-half 
years to protect and perpetuate our 
wild. life. In the past it had been 
shamefully neglected and exploited. 

One of the earliest concerns of this 
administration upon assuming office 
was to provide a natural wild life 
restoration program and a policy that 
would make certaitn that the con- 
servation of our wild animals, birds 
and fishes would thereafter take rank 
with the conservation of the other 
great renewable resources of the na- 
tion. Plans to accomplish this had 
been available for years but they had 
been in great part ignored. 


“HUGE FUND APPROPRIATED’ 


TO PRESERVE WILD LIFF 

We evolved a national wild life 
conservation program which pro- 
posed to provide abundantly for the 
needs of wild life by purchase and 
retirement of agricultural lands sub- 
marginal in character by the pur- 
chase of other suitable lands and by 
making generous allocations of public 
lands, all to be set aside as sanc- 
tuaries, 

Allotments totaling $1,700,000 
have been made from current emer- 
gency funds to support the wild life 
program—an amount greafer than 
the total of all funds previously ap- 
propriated for that specific purpose. 

In addition, I approved an act of 
congress continuing an appropriation 
of $6,000,000 of emergency funds for 
identical purposes, making altogether 
$20,700,000 for the conservation of 
waterfowl.- birds and other valuable 
forms. of American wild life. 

We outlined and enacted a legisla- 
tive program to give effect to our 
policy:

Besides this we completed the 
migratory bird treaty with Mexico 
which had hung fire for nearly 20 
years. This treaty supplements a 
similar treaty with Canada which - 
gives protection on the southern 
flight. By the terms of the treaty 
with Mexico, protection is given 
migatory birds on the northern flight. 

I cite thees facts because critics 
of this administration have lately 
been engaged in expressing dissatis- 
faction with the progress of wild life 
restoration by the federal govern- 
ment during the past three years. 

Yet in pursuance of this program 
the nation has in that time acquired 
and set aside some 4,800,000 acres 
of land and dedicated it to the resto- 
ration and perpetuation of valuable 
wild life. Many of these refuges hate 
been located on the principal resting 
and breeding grounds of the wild 
fowl; others are placed along the 
main migatory flight lanes while still 
others afford rest, food and safety 
to the birds in their winter quar- 
ters, 

In the western country great 
ranges have been established to per- 
petuate the big game species, the elk, 
antelope. mountain sheep and the 
deer. All these sanctuaries afford 
shelter and security to hosts of song 
and insectivorious birds and to great 
variety of other wild creatures. The 
total area of federal wild life sanc- 
tuaries acquired in all previous years 
was approximately 1,800,0000 acres 
in the United States. 

Thus since June 30, 1934, more 
than two and one-half times as much 
wild life sanctuary area has been ac- 
quired or is now being acquired than 
in all the preceding years in the his- 
tory of our government. This work 
is now going on and it will be con- 
tinued with the same vigor and sin- 
gleness of purpose. 

LION CITIZENS 
AND GO FISHING 

It is pertinent to remind you here 
that seven million of our Citizens 
take out fishing licenses each year 
and that six million more take out 
annual hunting licenses, a total of 
15 million—a veritable army to up- 
hold the banner of conservation. 

Drainage, drouth and overshooting 
having greatly decreased the numbers 
of our water fowl, I have for three 
consecutive years at the cost of much 
hitter criticism approved reculations 
drastically reducing the open shoot- 
ing seasons and bag limits and pro- 
hibiting the use of certain devices 
known to be unduly destructive. As 
a consequence I am informed that 
these species hare shown some in- 
crease in numbers and it is believerl 
that they may now survive these dis- 
asters. 

Such, my friends, is a brief and in- 
complete statement of the ways andl 
means by which this administration 
has made effective its recognition of 
the fact that the wild life in our 
fields and woods and waters, consti- 
tutes a resource of vital importance 
to all Americans and that it is the 
responsibility of the federal govern- 
ment in co-operation with the states 
to safeguard it for future genera- 
tions. At last we are making definite 
progress.

George Huff, 64, 
Passes in Illinois 


CHAMPAIGN, Ill. Oct. 
(‘P)—George Huff. a pioneer in 
the development of intercollegi- 
ate athletics in America, died to- 
day, leaving behind a record of 
achievement. 

Director of athletics fat the 
University of Hlinois or 35 
years, Huff succumbed after an 
illness of five days. He under- 
went an ahdominal operation 
last Saturday but failed rapidly 
despite blood transfusions and 
the aid of an oxygen tent. He 
was 64. 

His death occurred only a day 
after the board of trustees of 
the University of Illinois had 
granted him a year’s leave of 
absence and had appointed Wen- 
dell S. Wilson, assistant foot- 
ball coach, as acting director of 
athletics. 

As a scout for the Boston Red 
Sox, he is credited with find- 
ing Tris Speaker, one of base- 
ball’s all-time greats. He left 
Illinois in 1907 to manage the 
Boston Americans. but remained 
in that capacity only a year, re- 
turning to Illinois.
